IE LAST ACT. 


Dr. Thomas Neal Cream Hanged 


in London. 


He Walked to the Gallows Calm and 
Unmoved. 


DROPPED FIVE FEET AND DEATH CAME 
INSTANTLY. 


A Deat Har Turned to Religious Counsel— 
He Declared His Last Days Were the 
Happiest of His Life—The Body Buried 

Under the Flagstones of the Prison— 
Tragic End of One of the World's Most 
Atrocious Criminals.

Lowpor, Nov. 15.—Thomas Neal, otherwise 

Cream, the poisoner of! Matilda Clover and 

other girls, paid the penalty of his 

8 at9 o’clock this morning. Shortly 

9o0’clock the authority to hang Neal 
was handed over by the High Sheriff of the 
County of London to Hangman Ballington, 
in accordance with the legul form. At three 
minutes to 9o’clock Ballington, accompa- 
nied by an assistant who carried the pinion- 
ing material, entered the cell of the con- 
demned man, where he found the prison 
chaplain administering to Neal. Without a 
moment’s delay the hangman, while courte- 
ously asking the permission ot the condemned 
man, deftly and rapidly pinioned him, pass- 
ing a broad beit around his waist and secur- 
ing his elbows with two straps tightly drawn 
back and fastened tothe belt behind. Straps 
were placed around the wrists and con- 
nected with the body in front. This rendered 
Neal absolutely incapable of moving his arms 
or hands. The condemned did not utter a 
word during the process, which lasted 
barely a minute. 

The procession to the gallows was then 
formed. It was headed by the Chief Warder, 
who was followed dy the chaplain, who, as 
ne walked, read the burial service of the 
Church of England. Neal came next, guard- 
ed on each side by warders. He walked 
firmly. A deadly pallor overspread his 
features, but his face showed no other trace 
of emotion. Close behind the prisoner 
walked the hangman. As the procession 
passed through the corridor towards the 
scaffold, the tolling of a bell of St. Sulpice, 
which has marked the last moments of so 
many criminals, resounded through the 


prison. 
ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

On arriving at the scaffold, the white cap, 
which had been previously placed upon 
the head of the condemned man, was pulled 
down over his eyes. Ballington then guided 
him onto the trap doors beneath the cross-

| jury viewed the body and returned a formal 
verdict in accordance with the medical testi- 
mony that death had been caused by a frac- 
ture of the neck. The body was then placed 
in a perforated coffin, into which a sack of 
quicklime was poured. The features showed 
no trace of the man’s violent end. The only 
sign of what had caused death was a red line 
about the neck made by the noose and a deep 
impression below the ear where the ring had 
caught. The body was duried under 
the flagstones in the corridor through 
which Neal had passed a short 
time Defore on hig way to the 
scaffold. The grave was not opened until 
after the execution, when a flagstone was 
lifted close to the spot where Mrs. Piere, the 
murderer of her paramour’s wife and child, 
was buried. The corridor of Newgate is 
perhaps the most ghastly spot in the world. 
Under the flagging of this corridor have been 
buried the bodies of along succession of 
notable criminals. Initials or numbers cut 
inthe wallindicate the more recent sepul- 
chers. Earlier inscriptions have been de- 

faced by time. 

Mr. Waters, the solicitor for the prisoner at 
his trial, was unable to obtain his legal ex- 
penses and was accordingly driven to the 
expedient of selling the man’s effects and 
telling storiesand taiesabout him in order 
to recoup himself. 
he declares to be a confession, but the police

deny that he has told him anything in refer- 
ence tothe English murders. Cream may 
have madea statementin reference tothe 
American crimes and Waters is certain to 
publish something of the kind at once, but 
even this the police seek to discredit. It is 
now known positively that Cream left no 
written confession. What he had to say to 
the chaplain and Mr. Waters has not yet 
been revealed, except that he thanked the 
chaplain and the Governor of the jail for 
their kindness before departing for the scaf- 
fold. 

AN ARSENCE OF MOTIVE. 
Itseems strange, in view ofthe fact that 
there was an entire absence of motive on the 
part of Neal, that his counsel should not ad- 
vance the theory of insanity. 

Here was a man who was clearly proven to 
have poisoned four women and atte mpted to 
killa fifth, without, so far as was made to 
appear by the prosecution, having the slight- 
est reason to wish for the death of any one of 
them. Oream's counsel relied entirely upon 
being able to demonstrate that it was a case 
of mistaken identity. But the evidence was 
unmistakable, though mainly circumstan- 
tial, that; Neal was the man who committed 
the crimes. Taken in all its phases, the case 
of Neal is the most remarkable one jthat 
English courts have ever dealt with. The

man was possessed with a mania for murder, 
and was powerless to combat the force which 
influenced his acts. 

The case of Neal furnishes another Ifllustra- 

tion of the habit so very common with crimi- 
nals of overreaching themselves and falling 
into the meshes of tne law. If Neal had not, 

for some inscrutable reason, attempted to 
blackmail several prominent persons he 
would probably be free to-day to pursue his 
career of villainy and murder. When the 
police fallowed up the clew furnished by the

came across evidence that the dlackmailer 
was probably the murderer, and the further 
they examined into the case the more they 
became convinced that Neal was responsible

ressed, named Emma Shrivell. She also ap- 
peared to have been poisoned. The girls 
were taken to St. Thomas’ Hospital, but the 
Marsh girl died on the wayinacab. The 
other girl died a short time after being ad- 
mitted to the hospital. 

It wasat firstthoughtthat they had been 
isoned * eating canned salmon. At the 
roner’s inquest, held the next Gay. the 
lice constable who had found the girls tes- 

ifed that Emma Shrivell had told him on the 
at to the hospital that she and Alice Marsh 
had met a man, known to them as ‘‘Fred,’’ 
and that he had given them some globules 
that — 5 had swallowed. He afterward ac- 
companied them to their home, where he 
remained until 2 o’clock the next morning. 

A post-mortem examination revealed the 
factthat both giris had been given large 
quantities of strychnine. 

The police made an investigation, but they 
discovered nothing that would lead to the de- 
tection of the murderer until a letter that had 
been received by Dr. Harper, anne nas that 
the writer, who signed himself Murray, 
had evidence that he was willing to surrender 
upon the payment of £1,500 that Dr. Harper’s 
son, who at that time was a medical 
student at St. Thomas’ Hospital, had pol- 
soned the girls. The writer of this letter was 
soon found to be Neal and he was arrested on 
the charge of attempted blackmail. The 
publicity given to the case led to further de- 
veiopments, and it became rumored that 
Matilda Clover, who died in October last, 
had met her death by foul means. Her body 
was disinterred and an examination showed 
— — she, too, had been killed with strych- 

ne, 

At the Coroner’s inquest, which was held 
at the vestry hall at Tooting, an immense 
mass of evidence was taken, all of which 
pointed to Neal, who claimed to bea physi- 
clan, asthe poisoner. It was shown that he 
had been inthe company of the girls, who 
were of the class who make their living on 
the streets in the vicinity of Westminster 
Bridge road, and that he had given them 
gelatine capsules containing a white powder 
to cure Various illness from which they were 
suffering. After they had taken these cap- 
sules they were soon seized with convulsions 
and died in great agony. 

The fourth girl who is supposed to have 
met her death in this manner was Ellen Don- 
worth, or Dodworth. As yet, the police have 
not been able to discover where she was 
buried, and itis supposed that she was in- 
terred under a fictitious name. 

AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

The most important witness against Neal 
was the girl Louisa Harvey, whom the pris- 
oner thought he had killed. Neal had told 
her he would give her some capsules for her 
complexion. He madean appointment with 
her onthe Thames embankment. The wit- 
ness told her story ina dramatic manner in 
court. Shesaidthat onthe lonely embank- 
ment Cream gave her pills in her right hand. 
As she took them she put her hand behinduer 
and passed themto herleft. Then she put 
her right handup to her mouth and pre- 
tended to swallow them, while she threw the 
capsules away with her left hand. She elab- 
orated this grim comedy on 
embankment by making believe 
the swallowing hurt her throat. 
seems, was anxious to be quite certain that 
she had swallowed‘ the two capsules with 
whatever was inside of them, for he made 
nei show her hands to make sure. She 
showed him her right hand as she brought it 
safely away from her mouth, and then whea 
she had Sropees the things she showed him 
her empty left. Something had put it into 
the girl’s head to be afraid of these two 
Jong pulls.“ Loo Harvey identified the long 
pills which she received as being similar to 
capsules found in Neal’s possession when he

was arrested. The man, she added, went 
away when she had swallowed the dose. 

She then took a cab and went home. Neal 
the next day toid an acquaintance that the 
Harvey girl died in the cab while on the way 
to her lodgings. 


A PSYCHOLOGICAL WONDER, 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 15.—The man Neal, 
who was hanged in London to-day, hada 
Chicago history. Hecame here from Can- 
ada, where he had been accused of Killing 
more than one woman by performing crimi- 
nal surgical operations. He came herein 
187. Hehad only been in this city a short 
time when he was again arrested onthe 
charge of causing a woman’s death by mal- 
practice. The crime was proved against him, 
and he was sentenced to imprisonment for 
life. He served thirteen years of this sen- 


+ tence, and was then released on account of 


ill health, 

In the meantime his father had dled leav- 
ing him $16,000, and he went to England in a 
shorttime after his release. It is said that 
while Neal wasin Ontario he was forced to 
marry a girlhe had wronged. Neal sought 
to escape marriage by flight, but relatives of 
the gir 1 him just as he was boarding 
a train and he was marched tothe altar at 
the point of a pistol. His family is well 
known in Quebec and highly respected. 

Lawyers here who were employed in the 
cuse for and against Neal at thetime of his 
conviction, remember thecriminal well. A. 
S. Trude defended him on the charge of kill- 
ing Mary Faulkner by malpractice. Mr. 
Trude is surprised that he was not cleared of 
the London murders on the plea of insanity. 
He says: 1 have a vivid recollection of 
Cream. The man was possessed of two 
manias. One was to acquire all the knowl- 
edge he could of anatomy and surgery. To 
that end he stupied medicine and obtained 
diplomas as doctor in Germany, France, 
England, Canada and America. His 
knowledge on these points was 
consequently great, and he used 
it, through me, most effectually to confound 
the doctors at the trial. His other mania 
was a desire to get rid of women who were in 
a condition in wnich they werea menace to 
society.It was the same mania as that which 
Jack the N whoever he may be, was 
possessea. studied the man carefully, and 
came to that conclusion myself. Dr. Blu- 
thardt was one with meon that point, and 
Judge Garyjconsidered Cream a psychological 
wonder After the trial Cream came into 
this office several times to see me, und talked 
incessantly about these two things—human 
anatomy and his desire torid the earth of 
these unfortunate beings. Once he pulled a 
revolver from his pocket, and, firing it at-a 
chair, said: ‘I would kill them that way. 1 
still have the chair. Cream was a most 
charming talker, and if let loose on his pet 
theories regarding the human structure 
would bold his listeners bythe hour. That 
he is mad I have not the least aoubt, put his 
mania is one which itis dificult toclassify. 
There area dozen people in Chica who 
would ree f tothis homicidal mania, my- 
self included.

Miriam Sluder, a St. Louis Girl, 
Leaves for Molokai. 


She Will Devote Her Life to Caring for 
Afflicted Hawaiians. 


HAS ALREADY TAKEN THE WHITE VEIL 
IN THE FRANCISCAN ORDER 


She Arrives To-Day From the Franciscan 
Convent in New York and Spends 4 
‘Few Hours With Relatives Before Re- 
Suming her Journey to San Francisco, 
From Which Port She Sails on Nov. 28 
— Story of Her Life. 


Who that has conned the pagesof that 
wondrous book, ‘‘Ben Hur,’’ and followed 
with ever Increasing interest and absorbed 
attention the dreadful story of the sufferings 
ofthe beautiful mother, and sister Thyrza, 
of the Jewish hero, that does not thrill with 
horror at the mere mention of that dire dis- 
ease, leprosy? 

And yet there was in St. Louis to-daya 
young, beautiful and cultured woman who 
has resolved to spend her life among the 
affilcted of Molikai, and is even now on her 
way to fulfill her awful mission. 

The young woman is known in religion as 
Sister Mary Albina of the Franciscan order. 
In the world she was Miss Miriam Sluder and 
St. Louis was her home previous to her ad- 
mission to the sisterhood. Many people who 
have known the heroic girl, even from her 
babyhood, will be inclined to doubt the au- 
thenticity of this story, for little Minnie 
Sluder, as she was called among her relatives 
and intimate friends,was ever a reticent girl, 
and revealed to no one, not even her most 
intimate associates, thd mission of her life, 
which it has been her tntention tolaccomplish 
from her earliest youth. 

OF A WELL-KNOWN FAMILY. 

Miriam or Minnie Sluder was born in St. 
Louis about twenty-two years ago and was 
the only daughter of Edwin E. and Cecile La 
Grave Sluder, both natives of St. Louls. Her 
grandparents on both sides have been old 
residents ofthiscity. On the paternal side, 
her grandfather was of German Dirth and 
her grandmother a Kentuckian. On the 
maternal side, Miss Sluder hag inherited en- 
tirely French characteristics, her mother’s 
father being Anthony La Grave, for nearly 
sixty years a citizen of st. Louwls, although 
by birth a Canadian. Miss Sluder’s maternal 
grandmother was a Miss Vahle of this city. 
Anthony La Grave, Who came here from 
Canada before his marriage, Gelebrated his 
golden wedding somewhere about 1886, and 
he and his wite still survive and are in ex- 
cellent health. It was with these grand- 
parents, in their pretty home, 3607 Page 
avenue, that Minnie Sinder spent six years 
previous to her entrance on a religious life as 
Mrs. Edwin Sluder was too | of an inva- 
lid to assume the duties of sekeeping, and 
therefore resided at the family home.

She 
was the only girl, and until she was 7 years 
old, the only child, and her father in particu- 
lar, fairly idolized her, and never opposed 
her in anything. But she was al- 
ways very good, and religious, although 
displaying very little ostentation in her 
devotions. She commenced her education 
with private teachers, then went a year to 
St. Vincent’s Seminary and when her moth 
er's health obliged her to give up house. 
keeping she sent Minnie to boarding-school 
at the Ursuline Convent, where she gradu- 
ated about five years ago. She has a 
younger brother, Edwin, who resides with 
grandpa and is a student of the Sst. 
Louis University here. 

**I neverithought her father would give his 
consent to Minnie’s entering upon a religious 
life even, for he is not aCatholic. But this 
is how jit happened: Aunt Cecile, Minnie’s 
mother, died in March, 1891, and immedl- 
ately after Mr. Sluder went to New Mexico, 
where he is interested in mines. While at 
Curillos, which is near Sante Fe, he became 
very land was taken to the hospital pre- 
sided over by the Sisters of Charity.

At frst we thought 
her only in jest, then when convinced ste 
was in earnest, we concluded it Was an im- 
puise. But we were soon to understand our- 
selves mistaken. During July, 1891, with the 
reluctant consent of her father, Minnie went 
to Syracuse, N. I., and entered the novitiate 
of the Franciscan Order there, and she has 
since been given one vell. The other she 
will receive atthe scene of her martyrdom, 
for I can call it nothing else. 

‘*When Sister Albida passed through St. 
Louls to-day, she was accompanied by two 
other members ofthe order. They go from 
here to San Francisco, where she will take 
passage for the Hawalian Islands on Nov. 
23. Seven ladies of the Franciscan Order, 
established at Syracuse, N. I., were the first 
of the sisterhood to go to Molokal, and others 
have followed, but it was reserved for Miss 
Sluder to be the first St. Louis lady to join 
that order with the expressed intention of 
devoting herself voluntarily to an almost cer- 
tain fate.’’ 

THE LEPERS OF MOLOKAT, 

Although a good deal has been written on 
the subject of the lepers’ settlement at Molo- 
kai, there isa great dewl that lacks authen- 
ticity, because the colony is not easily vis- 
ited. There isa justifiable disinclination on 
the part of the Government of the sandwich 
Islands to permit the explorations of those 
who only are moved by motives of curlosity 
and will be likely to circulate sensational re- 
ports of the lepers and their home. A special 

rmission is required from the Board of 

ealth and this is not easily secured. It is 
only about sixty years since leprosy was in- 
troduced into Hawall, and was supposably 
brought there by a certain foreigner, who 
came from Asia to this beautiful and pict- 
turesque spot to bring the most direful fate 
upon an affectionate and sociable people 
who had been singularly free from contagious 
Giseases of any kind, until the arrival of 
Capt. Cook in 1790, and even after that there 
was little known of such afflictions until this 
awful fate overspread the nation. Leprosy 
develops slowly; the awfultaint may be in 
the system for many months and the un- 
fortunate victim be unaware OT it, and during 
all that time it is being given to others. It is 
this feature of the disease that makes it so 
hard to battle. And this is particularly the 
case with the Hawaiians, Who are so fond of 
their relatives that no fear of infection can 
make them give them upWillingly, it is a 
very dificult thing forthe Government to 
secure the lepers, when endervoring to save 
the remainder of the nation atthe cost of 
those few whose fate is hopeless.

A PRIMITIVE CHRISTIAN. 


Rejects All Forms and

devotional exercises started, Clerk Alexan- 
der read this somewhat remarkable letter: 
HIGHLANDS, N. J., Sept. 29, 1892. 


The Rev. S. D. Alexander, D. D., Stated Clerk 

Presbytery: 

DEAR BROTHER—Through you I again respectfully 
request the S of New York 
name from the roll for the following reasons: 
humbly receiving the scripture of the Old and New 
Testaments as containing the Word of God, I de- 
cline to subscribe to a merely human declaratior. be 
itso able and so venerable as the Westminster 
standard. I further decline to be called **Rever- 
end,’’ as being too much like being called Rabbi, 
agatnes which our Lord expressly ehjoined his dis- 
ciples. 

Again, I deeidedly prefér not to be identified with 
any party orany denomination of the followers of 
Christ. Such names and thespirit which they en- 
gender seem to me non-scriptural and baneful, rath- 
er than beneficial. It is sufficient for me to be s 
**companion of all them that fear God.“ 

Finally, I suspect thatthe world and the visible 
church are somewhat surfeited with preaening, at 
least of the prevailin type. Like the army of the

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 15.—Every day brings 
some change in the original reports of the 
complexion of the Kansas Legislature.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 15.—The suit to 
set aside the legislative apportionment win 
be heard by the Supreme Court Nov. 17, Mor 
gan Chandler, through his attorney, ex- 
Judge Niblack, has filed in the Supreme Court 
his brief in the suit.

— Mary Lamb Commits Suicide to Es- 


cape Disgrace. 


HER WEDDING DRESS READY AND MAR- 
RIAGE LICENSE ISSUED. 


The Man Who Betrayed Her Filed on the 
Eve of Their Wedding—A Story of In- 
fatuation, Ruin, Broken Promises and 
Shamo—A Seducer’s Victim. 


Mary Lamb, a pretty girl, not quite 18 years 
old, lies dead. a suicide, at the home of her 
cousin, John Lamb, No. 4121 Hull place, just 
back ofthe Fair Grounds. Ruined and de- 
serted by the man who ruined her, about to 
become a mother, with shame for the herit- 
age of her child, the poor girl yesterday took 
a dose of Rough on Rats,’’ and died last 
night in all the agony caused by that awful 


poison. 

Tim Bresnahan, the man accused by Mary 
Lamb of being her betrayer, and who form- 
erly lived at No. 21 mMullamphy street, is 
now supposed to be in hiding in this city, at 
a room on Thirteenth near Pine street, 
where, it is said, lives another girl whom he 
led from the path of virtue intothe devious 
ways ot sin. Bresnaban is only 21 years old. 
but seems to have been an humble Don Juan 
in his wickedness with women. 

In the Marriage License office at the Court- 
house there appears under date of Monday 
Sept. 12, 1892, the following record of a mar- 
riage license issued:

The marriage of Timothy Bresnahan and 
„ Mone“ Lamb never took place, despite the 
fact that the license therefor was issued us 
above.

thered about poor ‘‘Mollie’’ Lamb at that

and debauching Mary Lamb, under promise 
of marriage.’’

he would marry the girl at once, if they dis- 
missed the case against him. 

RROKE HIS PROMISE, 

On the day following the issuing of the 
marriage license, or just five days after the 
first case against Bresnahan had been dis- 
missed the cout records show that a second 
warrant on the same charge had deen 
sworn out against Timothy Bresnahan 
by ar Lamb and placed in the 
hands o the Sheriff for  seryice. 
It was never served. Bresnahan, released 
from custody, bad broken his promise to 
**Mollie’’ Lamb, and after getting outa mar- 
riage license on Sept. 12, bad that night fled 
from the city. He has not been seen here 
since, although itis to-day rumored that he 
has returned. 

Poor Mary Lamb, trying to save herself 
from disgraceand to iegitimatize the child 
soon to be born, had made preparations to be 
married to Tim Bresnahanon the Saturday 
night following the issuing of their marriage 
license. Her wedding clothes had been made 
anda few friends invited to the wedding. 
Timothy Bresnahan’s flight put an 
end to her pathetic dream of

She brooded over the 
nearing day when she would become a 
mother without being a wife, and at last it 
appeared to her that death was her only 
Means of rescue.

CASUALTIES. 


An Improvised Cannon Explodes With 


Fatal Effsct. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. 15.—The Demo- 
crats of Clarksville last night celebrated 
Cleveland's election by a torchlight pro- 
cession, fireworks and the firing of 
cannon and anvils. After the celebration 
had closed, and nearly everyone had 
gone home, some young men and boys rigged 
up an old piece of pipe that had been used 
as acannon during the early part of the even- 
ing, and charged it with a heavy load of 
powder. The fuse was ignited ana the pipe 
burst with terrible and fatal effect, caus- 
ing the death of one young man and seriously 
wounding three others. A piece of the 
pipe was driven entirely through the head of 
Lee Vancuren, a young man about 20 years of 
age, causing his instant death. The hole 
through his head was fully two inches in di- 
ameterand his corpse presented a ghashtly 
sigit. Wm. Meisenheimer, another young 
man, Was injured severely about the head 
and chest. The extent of his injuries cannot 
be told at present. He is suffering terribly. 
Another young man name Cline was struck 
on the side of the head and also 
badly injured. injuries will 
prove fatal. McKennon was 
struck in the dreast. He carried in his 
coat pocket a tin horn, which was torn all to 
nieces by the force of the blow. It is thought 
that this probably saved his life. The people 
of the town was speedily informed of 
the terrible accident, and soon hastened to 
the scene to pick up the dead and minister to 
the dying. What was a few hours ago a scene 
of the greatest galety and rejoicing is now 
one of the deepest gioom. The 
entire community is shocked beyond meas- 
ure by the sad occurrence. Van Kuren’s 
parents, who live several miles from town, 
were notified of the death of their 
son, He was accompanied by his little 12- 
year-old brother, whose grief as he sat by 
the body of his older brother was most heart- 
rending. Nothing could be done to comfort 
him.

AFTER A BUSY LIFE 


John Hoey Stricken Down by the Grim 
Archer. 


DEATH CAME TO HIM PEACEFULLY AT 
HIS HOLLYWOOD HOME. 


Born in Ireland of Humble Parents, He 
Wade a Lasting Name for Business 
Enterprise—How the Adams Express 
Grew Under His Care-—His Last Days 
Saddened. 


New YORK, Nov. 15.—John Hoey, founder of 
liollywood at Long Branch, who has been 


lying tll at Delmontico for several weeks, died 
at 10 o’clock last evening. 


Had John Hoey lived until Feb, 14, 
would have reached his 69th birthday. His 
career was remarkable in many ways. He 
was born in Drogheda, a small townon the 
River Boyne, not far from Dublin. His father, 
Patrick, was a small tarmer. His mother 
was a Miss Levins, tire sisterof the parish 
priest of Drogheda, aman whoatterward 
came to America and made his mark as a 
controversialist, being mentioned at one 
time in connection with the Arcabishopric of 
New York. 

The bright, intelligent lad had soon tired of 
the Darren existence ofan Irish peasant and 
one bright morning took French leave of 
Drogheda and set sail for Liverpool. After 
knocking about there fora time and hearing 
of the wonders of America, he got a chance 
to work his way across and landed in New 
York ragged and barefoot, not a shilling in 
his pocket, in the spring of 1839. 

After sleeping about in cellars and door- 
ways, picking up stray jobs and earning the 
scantiest of meals, he obtained his first regu- 
lar employment folding and delivering 
papers. 

His brightness and ready wit attracted the 
attention ofthe late James Gordon Bennett, 
whoemployed himtorun errands and made 
him generally useful. It was part of Hoey’s 
duty to deliver ~ to the New Haven 
steamer, which left New York every other 
day, and also at the office of Adams Express, 
anew venture which had just been estab- 
lished at No. 7 Wall street. 

This express had just been started by Alvin 
Adams to run in opposition to Harnden’s 
Express between New York and Boston via a 
steamer to Norwich and thence by stage. 
Every other day a trunk was dispatched and 
one received. Hoey was taken into this of- 
fice as errand boy just at the time that the 
late Wm. B. Dinsmore came on from ver- 
mont to associate himself with Adams. They 
both took a fancy to the little red-headed 
Irish boy and advanced him steadily as the 
business grew until he was earning & a 
week. 

At that time the entire force of Adams Ex- 
press consisted, besides Adams and Dina 
more, of Stoddard, the book-keeper; Addl- 
son Brasto, clerk; Johnson, agent, and John 
Hoey, label * 

At this time John Hoey lived with an aunt, 
long since dead, in what was known as 
Greenwich Village, now a part of Greenwich 
street, but when business was active he 
slept, as did the other employes of Adams, 
on a cot in the rear of the office. 

As business improvei Adams & Dinsmore 
moved to No. 16 Wali street, and Hoey was 
working his way steadily upin knowledge 
and usefulness. 

About this time he had formed the ac- 
quaintance of Frank Work, who was three 
years his senior, and together they hireda 
room at Mrs. Van Ness’ on Broadway where 
the present United States Trust Oo. has its 
splendid building. 

Henry M. Plant, the present owner ofthe 
Southern Railroad and Express systems, had 
been employed on the New Haven boat to 
which Hoey delivered apers. The 
two kept their friendship, and 
Plant finally came into the 
employ of Dinsmore & Adams, and became 
the close intimate of young Hoey and Work. 

In the meantime the California craze, the 
building of the New York & New Haven road 
and the establishing of a Southern line of 
steamers had vastly increased the bulk and 
profit of Adams Express and the formation of 
a company was desirable. 

In 1852 Adams Express Co. was incorporated 
and soon after moved into the five new 
buildings bullt for it at No. 59 Broadway, 
which are to-day the headquarters of the 
company. 

At that time John Hoey had been promoted 
to have charge of the Southern and Eastern 
steam line business and Plant was in charge 
of the railway service. About this time 
Hoey started a sort of adjunct to Adams Ex- 
press Co., called Hoey’s Express, which cov- 
ered the coastwise route of the new Savan- 
nah line of steamers, and made considerable 
money by his venture. 

It was at this period of his career that he 
married. His wife was the then well-known 
actress, Mrs. Russell, an English widow. 

Soon after marriage, Mr. and Mrs. Hoey 
established themselves in a house in West 
Twenty-third street, where they settled 
down to a life of happiness. 

Three children—George, Josephine and 
Frederic—have been born to them, all of 
whom are living. George and Josephine 
married and Frederic ts still unmarried. 

With a constant advancement in his bust 
ness qualities and experience came an in- 
crease of income, and this, together with 
some fortunate investments, justified John 
Hoey in investing in a country place. About 
the beginning of the war, and when he had 
been promoted to be general manager of 
Adams Express Co., Mr. Hoey bought 
the ola Boyer farm at Long Branch, part of 
which property isnow embraced in the ex- 
tensive demesne of Hollywood. 

Long Branch was then sparsely settled, the 
site of the present beautiful Hollywood Park 
being a huckleberry swamp. Mr. Hoey in- 
creased his holdings at Long Branch from 
time to time until he had a superbly im- 
proved estate of some 600 acres. 

The Boyer house was abandoned soon after 
the wer, by which time Mr. Hoey was a very 
rich man, andthe new mansion built in the 
center of Hollywood Park, 

This property has always been the very 
apple of Mr. Hoey’s eye. Believing in the 
future of Long Branch he lavished large 
sums of money on it, built the most er- 
tensive greenhouses in thecountry and went 
in for borticulture on the most extensive 


scale. 

The old life in Twenty-third street was thus 
transplanted — — the summer to Long 
Branch. Surround by his old friends, 

Hastings, Thomas Murphy and Geo.

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Hoey’s services were no longer needed and 
removed him then and there, . 

It is not necessary to repeat the circum- 
stances which led up to such acomplete 
overthrow. 

The blow wasacrushing one to Mr. Hoey. 
At first his natural combativeness prompted 
him to fight such a decree tooth and nail, but 
the death of his old friend and adviser, Dins- 
more, his own iliness of the year before and 
a deep sense of the ingratitude displayed, 
caused the old label boy to turn his face to 
the wall and accept the inevitable. 

Mr. Hoey sacrificed all his private and per- 
sonal means to satisfy judgments entered 
against him, but managed to retain his be- 
loved Holly wood. 

De posed from his high position, deprived 
of his former activities. Mr. Hoey sought the 
solace of his family and friends, who rallied 
about him in truly gallant fashion. But the 
blow was too heavy not to leave its indelible 
mark. It was too late to begin life again, 
and with the iron in his soul the brave man 
went about with a smile on bis face and 
busied himself still more with improvements 
at Hollywood until disease finally grappled 
with him.

CONFEDERATE HOME. 


Laying the Corner-Stone of the Building 
of the Miseouri Association. 
HIGGINSVILLE, Mo., Nov. 15.—The corner- 
stone and dedication of the building of the 
ex-Confederate Home took place here to-day 
with impressive ceremonies, under the aus- 
pices of the Masonic fraternity. Rev. John 


Vincil of St. Louis was the speaker of the 
day. Untformed lodges of the Knights of 
eyenias were present from all parts of the 
State. 

The home is designed inthe colonial style 
of architecture so frequently met with in 
Virginia and throughout the southern States, 
spacious porches and broad, sweeping ver- 
andas, being prominent features of 
the exterior construction, The 
timated cost of it is $30,000, 
over one-haif of that amount of 
has already been raised by the Daughters of 
the Confederacy. Inthis work of providing 
means to pay for the buliiding, the Daughters 
ofthe Confederacy have been abdly assisted 
by the Ex-Confederate Association of Mis- 
sourl!, the members of which are profuse in 
their praises of the valuable and practical 
ald the ladies have given them to provide a 
nome for soldiers of the Lost Cause, and their 
dependents. 

The plans ofthe architect, Mr. J. B. Legs, 
provide for a bullding fronting 96x115 feet. It 
will be twostories high, constructed in the 
form of a double I., the main structure hav- 
ing two wings opening upon an interior 
court in the rear. In this building there will 
be general appartments for 120 inmates and 
separate rooms for forty other persons. It 
will be Duilt of brick, with stone trimmings, 
covered witb a sinte roof, and its interior 
throughout will be finished in wood. In 
the basement will be located the kitchen, 
laundry, store and fuel rooms, steam heating 
apparatus and a lerge recreation room. 
where the inmates may pass the time in bad 
weather. On the first floor to the left of the 
main entrance will be found a sitting-room 
and ijibrary,and the parlor and principal 
office on the right. At the rear of these apart- 
ments facing the court on the right weill be 
the dining room, anda dining - room on the 
left. Immediately above, on the second floor 
of the wings, there will be large dormli- 
tories, and special rooms will take up the 
balance of the space on the second floor of 
the main buliding. 

The property on which the house is located 
was, prior to its present occupancy, a fertile 
farm of 362 acres, 

The farm cost $13,097.70, and nearly as 
much more money was expended in the im- 
provement and maintenance of the home at 
the time that Secretary W. P. Barlow’s re- 
port ofthe association was published last 
August. From this report it is apparent that 
all persons who served in the Confederate 
army, navy or civil service, residents of the 
State of Missouri one year prior to Dec. 20, 
1890, are eligible for admission to the Home, 
and the wives, widows and orphans of 
such individuals are also entitled to admis. 
sion.

MODELED AFTER THE MARQUETTE. 


Cincinnati Catholics Visit St. Louis to 
Get Ideas for a Club Organization. 


Quite a compliment was paid to St. Louis 
and the completeness of her institutions by 
the arrival of a delegation of gentlemen from 
Cincinnati, O., last week to inspect the Mar- 
quette Club- house, and make a special study 
of its constitution and by-laws. 
tlemen, who were prominent Catholics of 
their city, were Messrs. Thomas Mulvihill, 
Francis McCabe, William Byrne and J. Sex- 


tro, and with the party also was Rev. Henry 
Calmer, S. J., a very eloquent member of the 
Jesuit Order, formerly stationed in St. Louis, 
but resident for about eight years in 
Cincinnati, For quite a while there has been 
a movement on foot in Ohio’s metropolis to 
organize a substantial Catholic club, and 
that these plans have about crystailized is 
evidenced by the advent of its leading spirits 
in St. Louis. After many preliminaries, it 
was decided some time since to secure a sult- 
able club-house for an organization, which 
should be called The Fenwick. in memory 
of Bishop Fenwick, the first occupant of the 
Episcopal See in Ohio. The association was 
intended to promote good _ fellowship 
and cement a closer Union be- 
tween the Catholic gentlemen of Cincinnati 
as does the Marquette Club in St. Louls. An 
option was secured on a fine residence, 
which could be practicabiy remodeled to 
meet the needs of a club of such size and 
standing, as it was intendedthe ‘‘Fenwick’’ 
should be, and it was decided thata delega- 
tion of gentlemen should visit the st.

THE TYPE TRUST'S PLANS. 


Expenses Will Be Reduced, but Prices 
Will Not Be Raised. 


There are thirty-one type foundries in the 
United States, worth about $500,000 apiece. 
Two of these are in St. Louls, the 
Oentral Type Foundry and the St. 
Louls Type Foundry. The business 
has not been ‘very profitable for a 
numver of years. An enormous force of men 
has to be maintained by each foundry, anda 
great variety of valuable stock has to be 
kept on hand. Three years ago, 
when English “syndicates were buy 
ing the American brewerles and 
every other good business they could 
lay their hands on, one of them attempted to 
getthetype foundries. Its representatives 
got options on the largest of the foundries 
and examined the books of the 
concerns, Mnally,. concluding not 
to buy. This syndicate had 
been capitalized at $16,000,000, which was the 
figuresthe experts gave as the value of all 
the plants. When the scheme of the syndl- 
cate fell through, the Eastern foun.- 
drymen fell heir to it, and 
organizing a syndicate capitalized 
at $9,000,000 they made offers to all the foun- 
dries in the United States to come in. Most 
of them consented. The directors of the 
Syndicate are now in session in New York, 
and before they adjourn the trust will be 
— pad organized, under some name or 
other. 

James A. St. John is at the head of the 
Central Type Foundry here, and William 
Brigut is the President of the St. Louis Type 
Foundry. Mr. St. John is inthe East now, 
and Mr. Brightis here, Representatives of 
the syndicate are examining the plants of 
the two concers and reporting by telegraph 
to the directors in New Yor«,in order that the 
valuation may be agreed on. Mr. Bright 
said to-day that there would be no disagree- 
ment upon the terms, as practically they had 
been arranged already. The bargain 
woeld be concluded to-morrow.

The people of St. Louis need not, for a 
time at least,, have concern about our 
national affairs.

MR. HARRISORN's OPPORTUNITY. 


Can the Republican party be saved? That 
is the question for those Republicans who 
still love their party with all its faults. 

The election has told the Republican 
leaders just what the people want. There 
is not the shadow of a doubt as to the pop-

The first of the Republican leaders to 
whom the party will look for a sign is 
Benjamin Harrison. He is said to be al- 
ready engaged in preparing his final mes- 
sage.

In the hands of a 
really great man such a message would be 
one of the most striking state papers in 
our national history. 

Mr. Harrison has simply to state, clearly 
and truthfully, the causes which brought 
about the overwhelming defeat of Nov. 8. 
Why would it not then be easy for him to 
add that it should be the desire of all polit- 
ical parties to carry out the wishes of the 
people, and that these wishes having been 
so plainly indicated the people will not 
be slow to forgive the errors of the Repub- 
lican party if that party shall at once pro- 
eeed to undo the mischief it has done. 
The Senate acting promptly upon this 
advice could join the Democratic House in 
measures of reform, and before Grover 
Cleveland should enter the White House 
a great step forward would already be 
taken. 

And how handsomely Mr. Harrison 
micht conclude such a message by warn- 
ingall political parties against the folly 
and wickedness of great campaign funds 
and Federal dictation! How he might 
point to the really few necessary expenses 
of a campaign and direct attention to the 
fact that the press of the United States is 
fully competent to educate the masses in 
political contests!

BELATED LEGISLATION. 
The demand fora special session of the 
Fifty-third Congress to enact necessary 
reforms directs attention to an anomaly 


|} which should be corrected. 


It is illogical, un-democratic and inde- 
fensible to postpone the meeting of a Con- 
gress thirteen months after election. The 
practice is unreasonable because it un- 
necessarily complicates the work of legis- 
Jation, and un-democratic because it can 
be so often used to defeat the will of the 
people. 

The Fifty-first Congress enacted the Mc- 
Kinley law, which in November, 1890, was 
emphatically condemned at the polls. A 
new Congress was elected pledged to re- 
form the tariff and reduce the burden of 
taxation. But one month after that elec- 
tion the Fiity-first Congress, which had 
been so condemned, met and proceeded to 
legislate in deflance of the popular will. 
Forfour months that body continued to in- 
solently flaunt its faults and asked the 
people in spirit, if not in terms, what they 
were going to do about it. 

Twelve months later the Fifty-second 
Congress met, but meantime new compli- 
cations had arisen, the Republican Senate 
had regained courage and many of the 
Democrats seemed to forget their mission 
in Washington. 

The net result of this ingenious system is 
that the verdict of 1890 will not be recorded 
in legislation until the early months of 
1804, or three years anda half after being 
rendered. Even if a special session be 
called the delay will have been three years. 

Thisis notright. The system of checks 
and balances established to delay the exe- 
cution of the popular will is working too 
well. Congress should meet as saon as 
practicable after election. The change can 
easily be madeand no consideration can 


be urged against it. The reform is demo- 


+ 


: 


demands it and itis one of the improve- 
ments expected of the triumphant party. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the desperate effort 
of the Republicans to take the lead on the 
immigration question itis not likely that 
they will propose anything satisfactory to 
the country. The cry for total restriction 
was never anything more than a dema- 
gogue’s shout and Senator Chandler’s bill 
practically amounts to that. Immigra- 
tion should be free to vigorous and well 
behaved natives of Europe. They have 
proved themselves worthy of American 
citizenship and have contributed material- 
ly tothe development of our resources. 
To shut them out wholly or in part would 
be to deprive ourselves of a very useful ele- 
ment which has done much for us in the 
past. Itis well enough to frown upon the 
criminals or those who come only to be a 
public burden, The Republican party, 
however, will probably pick up Know- 
nothingism, towards which Senator 
Chandler squints, and fight one more bat- 
tle with ‘‘America for Americans’’ asa 
forlorn hope cry.

AN ambitious editor opposes a specia 
session of the Fifty-third Congress on the 
ground that ‘‘the repeal of the McKinley 
bill should be at once followed by a care- 
fully considered measure as a substitute for 
it, and in the hurry of an extra session a 
tariff bill which is to crystallize the policy 
and the pledges of the Democratic party in 
respect to tariff reform could hardly re- 
ceive that careful consideration which its 
importance demands.’’ This is too thin. 
If careful consideration is required, so 
much the more reason why the work of re- 
forming the tariffshould begin with the 
life of the new Congress. To wait nine 
months before beginning is the very way 
to compel Congress to do the work ina 
burry. The bottom of all this opposition 
is the yearning for the Timbuctoo Con- 
sulship.

Criminal Court, in which court I was fined 
$50 for not performing duties which the law 
prohibits me from performing. Ithink ft ts, 
therefore, due to me that you should afford 
me space in your paper in which to explain 
the facts, as one side has only been heard so 


The whole matter is trivial to me, but as a 


: question of simple justice all alike are con- 


cerned. 

‘The facts are that I was summoned to ap- 

earinthe Criminal Court and serve as a 

ran l. juror on Monday, the 7th inst. On 
Saturday, the 12th, a deputy sheriff took me 
into court to answer for not attending to the 
order ofthe court. My explanation to Judge 
Castleman was that, atthe hourhe had de- 
manded my attendance, I Was acting as a 
witness in another court, and furthermore, I 
had been calied to serve a3 Grand-juror in 
the Criminal Court twice within the last six 
months and on the last occasion, though I 
had arranged my business affairs so that I 
could serve, my services were rejected by the 
Judge on the ground that, not being a citi. 
zen of the United States, I could not legally 
serve. Judge Castieman answered that he 


would have excused me on the 
same grounds, but immediately or- 
dered a nne imposed upon 0 

and costs. I made no objections whatever 


but inthis, as in all cases. obeyed the law 
and paldthe fine. The Sheriff informed me 
that Judge Castleman knew that I was not 
eligibie to serve when the attachment was 
issued, as he had so informed him, knowing 
of bis own knowledge that I was nota cit- 
izen of the United States, and he also in- 
formed me that in all his experience in that 
court no such fine had been imposed, If 
Judge Castieman considered the circum. 
stances warranted such fine why did he not 
inflict it upon the many others who ignored 
his summons? 

If the fine was imposed to show his spite 
towards one who takes no part in politics be- 
cause he is nota citizen of this country, then 
it should be so stated. 

During the twenty-five years I have been a 
resident of this city I have obeyed all the laws 
of the state of Missouri and the United States 
and should not be fined for not performing 
those duties which the law forbids, and the 
law does forbid me to serve asa Grand-juror. 

An honest and impartiai judge will not de- 
cide a case before hearing the facts and 
Judge Castleman has no right to decide 
whether I should or should not become a 
citizen of the United States, without know- 
ing the personal reasons Which have influ- 
enced mein not becoming une. 

Those who hastily assume the duties of the 
citizen are notasa rule the most desirable 
citizens, and in my own case I had personal 
reasons and expectations which prevented 
my becoming one. 

The United States are too great and the 
people, as a nation, too werful to care 
whether or not anyone who comes here as- 
sumes the duties of citizenship. If citizen- 
ship is a boon, why force it upon the un- 
willing? 

In conclusion, I have only to say that Iam 
aware that this, my own case, ils not worth 
the attention of the public. I ask no sym- 
pathy; I have not asked for the fine to be 
remitted and I quite appreciate that Judge 
Castleman is fliling an unaccustomed posi 
tion and, as his friends inform me, is apt to 
be more or less influenced by his state of 
health.

Citizenship. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In your issue of last Sunday I read an ac- 
count of how Judee Castleman acted and of 
the grit displayed by him in fininga promi- 
nent citizen ) for refusing to appear in 
courtin response to a jury summons, etc., 
etc. All good men should be proud of our 
new Judge forhis nerve and sense of duty. 
But it occurs to me, with all due respect to 


the Court, that Judge Castleman could with 
propriety have gone further than fining Mr.

Here was the 
opportunity for the Court to inflict a more 
severe punishment thanafine. The idea of 
aman of Mr. Fuston's standing iu this com- 
munity, living here and amassing a fortune 
in business, and refusing, or falling rather, 
to become a citizen, is to be deplored, and 
the .ourt should have rebuked him severely 
for his con:iuct. Iremember a similar case 
a few years agoin one of our Circuit Courts. 
A Second street merchant who had been sum- 
moned to serve on a jury asked to be excused 
because he was notacitizen. The Court lis- 
tened to him in amazement and asked the 
question: How longare you in this coun- 
try?’’ ‘*Thirty-five years, was the reply. 
The Court turned on the gentteman with in- 
dignation and said; Lou are not only ex- 
cused, but the sooner you leave the court the 
better it will please me.’’ 

Icannot understand whyitisthat other- 
wise good men, natives of England and Scot- 
land, are so averse to becoming citizens of 
the United States. A Scotchman told me 
once that he would not renounce allegiance 
to Queen Victoria forthe sake of living here. 
Perhapsthis same Scotchman had to leave 
Scotland for Scotland’s good. If I makeup 
my mind to live in England and go there to 
make money, to do better than lam doing 
here, it is my duty to become a citizen of En- 
gland; so, too, should I goto Germany or 
France. Failing to become a citizen of, or 
identifying myself with the country in which 
I take up my abode, it would be no cruelty 
onthe partof said government to order me 
to go ona foreign mission—to return tothe 
land of my birth. Ithink it would be a good 
idea to deprive men who live here for a long 
period of time of the right toown property 
unless they become citizens. To becomea 
citizen of the United States should be the am- 
bition of every man who makes this country 
his home. We should beall Americans re- 
gardiless of where we were born.

RIPE FOR REVOLT. 


The French Army Seamed With An- 
archist Sentiment. 


DYNAMITE OPENLY APPROVED AS THE 
WAGEMEN'’'S WEAPON. 


Clever Capture of an Anonymous Letter 
Writer—No Programme for the Mone- 
tary Conference Prepared—British 
Topics—Trcoubles of the Salvationists 
in Switzerlend—Goneral Foreign News. 


Pakts, Nov. 15.—Much anxiety ts felt by the 
appearance of anarchy in the army. It is be- 
lieved the purpose of the soldier, who struck 
down an Officer, crying, ‘‘Long live 
anarchy!’’ was to cause an outbreak in 


ta vor ot anarchy. He will probably be shot. 

The Anarchists continue to cause trouble, 
Ata meeting of Anarchists held yesterday, a 
man named Andres advocated the use of 
dynamite by the working classes to gain 
their ends. On Wednesday, the Goverment 
will urge the bill asking for power to suppress 
violent anarchist newspapers. 

Loubat, the Socialist, who was liberated 
after serving one year of a six years’ 
sentence for rioting at Fourmies, has been 
elected a councillor at Roubal, beating the 
Conservative candidate by a vote of 2,928 to 
1,700. 

A pair ofsharp detectives have succeeded 
in laying hands on one of those persons who 
write anonymous letters threatening to blow 
up people with dynamite. The capture was 
effected in a most ingenious way. 

Commissarie of Police Cornett, who looks 
after the St. George's Quartiere, received a 
letter unsigned, but bearing the postmark of 
Levallois Perrett Station, warning him that 
in a few days he would have an explosion to 
attend to, asthe Anarchists had resolved to 
blow up the employment office of Collin, in 
the Passage Tiffoll. The Commissarie 
sent for Collin and asked him if among 
the bakers’ workmen who were on his 
books there were any of whom he had reason 
to complain. Collin gave a list of his clients 
who lived at Levallois Perrett and paid 
special attention to one named Dorange, who 
had recently abused him in threatening 
terms. Two detectives were detalled to take 
up their residence in Levallois Perrett and 
represent themselves as journeymen bakers 
in search of employment. 

They called a bottle into play, after making 
Dorange’s acquaintance. The latter drank 
freely, and spoke in the same manner. The 
detectives noticed a striking similarity be- 
tween his language and the expressions in 
the letter. Nextthey induced him to write 
something for them, and as the bandwriting 
was the same as that of the anonymous 
they ran him in. He at once confessed to 
writing the letter, but he denied that he was 
an Anarchist. He is now in prison under a 
charge of sending a threatening letter. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


OPINION PRO AND CON ON THE POET Lau- 
REATESHIP. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The Pall Mali Gazette pub- 
lishes a number of responses to the question, 
should the poet laureateship be contined or 
abolished? Prof. Huxley writes that the po- 
sition of court poet is a survival of a different 
state of society, yet it is undesirable that any 
state recognition of the value of literature 
should disappear. Prof. Max Muller says 
whenever the time comes and the nation 
longs once more for the honor ofa living poet 
there will be no difficulty in reviving the 
cherished laurel wreath. In the meantime, 
no greater honor could be paid the dead 
laureate than leaving the place vacant.

22. When the delegates meet the proceed- 
ings will be opened by one ofthe Belgian 
representatives inviting the American del- 
egates to state the proposals they desire to 
have discussed.

Great Britain. There is reason to state that 
Baron Herschell rather designs to check by 
means of bravado a proposal to influence the 
bi-metallists at the monetary conference. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


TROUBLES OF THE SALVATION ARMY IN SWITZ- 
ERLAND. 


Berne, Nov. 15.—Ever since the appear- 
ance ofthe Salvation Army in Switgeriand 
there has been trouble between its mem bers 
and the Swiss authorities.

ARMY OF THE TENNESSER. 
Arrangements forthe Reception and En- 


tertainment of the Veterans. 


To-morrow the Society of the Army 
of the Tennessee will hold its annual 


This will be the third meeting of this society 
held here, the two previous gatherings hav- 
ing been in 1867 and 1882, The meetings of 
the survivors ofthis army probably attract 
more attention than those of any other mill- 
tary society in the country. There are vari- 
eus reasons fur this. In the first place the 
membership is more select than that of either 
the Society of the Army of the Potomac 
or the Society of the Army of the Cumber- 
land. Thetwo latter admit to membership 
any who served in those armies, irrespective 
of work, while the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee is composed exclusively of officers 
and their eldest male descendants, the con- 
stitution of the Revolutionary Society of the 
Cincinnati having been closely copied in this 
respect. In the second place the list of om 
cers who at one time or another served with 
the Army ofthe Tennessee includes a great 
majority of those who rose to the highest 
commands during the war. 

In this respect no army that was organized 
during the war can compare with the Army 
of the Tennessee, In the third place its 
achievements were remarkable, as it never 
undertook a campaign thatit did not win. 
Alone of the great armies, that of the Ten- 
nessee can boast that it was very seldom 
checked, and that never once it was driven 
back. The reverses of the Army of the 
Potomac were far more numerous than its 
successes. At. Stone River the Army 
of the Cumberland was badly beaten, barely 
escaped annihilation at Chickamauga, and 
was in a desperate situation at Chattanooga 
until rescued by the Army of the Tennessee. 
But in its entire history the Army of the len- 
nessee was universally successful. Checks 
there were, such as Chickasaw Bayou, Cham- 
pion Hilland Kenesaw Mountain, but they 
were merely temporary stoppages and did 
not prevent the campaign from being a suc- 
cess. Starting from St. Louis and Cincin- 
nati as bases, this army marched victo- 
riously through Kentuc«xy and Tennessee, 
captured Vicksburg, turned back and beat 
Bragg at Chattanooga, then marched to 
Atianta, irom there to the sea, 
and northward far into North 
Carolina, when Gen. Johnstone’s surrender 
was received. In spite of the greatest efforts 
of some of the best troops and ablest officers 
of the Confederacy, not once had this victo- 
rious march, extending overa space of more 
than 4,000 miles, been stopped. During the 
various campaigns a magnificent set of 
officers had been developed. Grant was the 
first leader.of the Army of the Tennessee, 
and with it won at Forts Henry and Donel!l- 
son and Shiloh, Just after Shiloh, during the 
movements on Corinth, the army was under 
the command of Halleck, but on his transfer 
to the East Grant again was at the 
head of his old men; with them he took 
Vicksburg and relleved Chattanooga. Here 
he took command Of all the troops assem- 
bled, giving his old army to Sherman, When 
Sherman succeeded Grant as Commander-in- 
Chiefin the West, Gen. James B. McPherson 
took the Army of the Tennessee. After his 
death before Atlanta John A. Logan was the 
commander, and he in turn was succee led 


by 0. O. Howard, Of these but one, Gen. 
Howard, is now living, and his old 
comrades greatly regret that his 


absence in Europe will prevent his attend 
ance at the coming meeting.

FORGERY CHARGED. 


M’BRIDE IN THE TOILS OF THE 
LAW. 

SLATER, Mo., Nov. 15.—Charles H. McBride, 
the Indiana infantryman who was arrested In 
Kansas City Saturday for forgery, was 
brought to Slater to-day. Tue direct charge 
against him is for forging the name of James 
R. Charles to a check for $50 on the Lawrence 
National Bank of Lawrence, Kan.

His first crime was committed in the latter 
city, where, he states, be was driven to this 
desperate means in order to secure funds.

NO JURISDICTION. | 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 15.—The United 
States Supreme Court has taken away one of 
the last resources of convicts in the District 
of Columbia, namely an appeal jto it, these 
appeals as a rule being taken chiefly! to delay 
the execution of a sentence. Chief Justice 
Fuller rendered the decision in the case of 


Wm. D. Cross convicted of wife murder and 
sentenced to be hanged. He applied to the 
court in generai term of the district for a writ 
of habeas corpus and when it was denied 
took the further appeal which has been de- 
cided. The United States Supreme Court 
held that under the statutes it nad no juris- 
diction over criminai appeals from the local 
court.

SPORTING NEWS. 


There is no doubting the fact thata large 
majority of the people who at one time or 
another have interested themselves in the 
national game are anxious for something to 
turn up that will reawaken their interest in 
the sport. That the sport has, declined is in- 
disputable, and it is strongly proved by the 
apatby, outside of large cities, in 
the minor league and inter- 
state circuits, which were in no way 
affected by the all round squabbles between 
the magnates, managers and players. The 
small fry went down with the big tellows, and 
interest in base ball began to decline when 
managerial greed let business interests dis- 
place the attractive principles of true sport . 
Matters have come to such a pass now that 
some recuperative remedies must be in- 
vented or the coming season will witness 
the demise of tnesport. The public forsee 
this and turn to those who hold the destiny of 


the game in the hollow of their hands, so to 
speak, praying some measure of relief. 
Therefore itis that the magnates’ meeting, 
wa occurs at Chicago to-morrow, will be 
watched with keen interest throughout the 
country. With their patrons so favorably 
disposed it behooves the magnates to let no 
point escape that will tend to revive the flag- 
ging interest in the sport. 

It is certain that the Twelve Club League 
will remain intact. Talk of separation into 
Eastern and Western organizations is all 
bosh. The organization will be the same 
W the playing season will be much shorter. 

The matter of greatest importance that 
will occupy the attention of the magnates 
will be the proposed changes in the playing 
rules. The public are prepared for some 
radical changes. A great cry has gone up 
that the pitcher, that Czar of the diamond, 
must be downed. The general public love a 
Slashing game and he is the tyrant that 
makes mince meat of their expectations. 
The general sentiment is that someof his 
power must be abrogated. Under the exist- 
ing rules he has a great advantage over the 
batsman. He can throw four bad Dalis but 
the batter is allowed only three fair balls to 
strike at. To even matters up the balls and 
strikes will be made equal, or the pitcher 
will be placed back several feet. 

The balk rule will have to be so amended 
asto be made effectual. In past seasons it 
has been violated with impunity. 

Another likely amendment will be to give 
batters credit for base hits which forward 
runners around the bases. 

Something will be done regarding foul-fly 
hits. It seems unjust that a batter should be 
retired on a hit on which he has no chance to 
gain a base, 

Above all other recommendations, how- 
ever, will be the proposed changes 
in the diamond. Two innovations 
have 830 far been proposed of 80 
practical a nature that they will undoubtedly 
receive the most -careful attention. The 
kite-shaped diamond proposed by Mr. Spen- 
cer of Rolla, Mo., has already been illus- 
trated and explained in the SUNDAY PostT- 
DISPATCH. Mr. Wm. Lester of the Philadel- 
phia Record is out with another scheme 
which seems very feasible. Lester’s idea 
does not change the diamond, but it enlarges 
it, lengthening the base lines from 90 to ss feet, 
and piacing the pitcher in the center of the 
diamond and abolishing the pitcher’s box; 
to abolish the foul bal and fiat bat and 
makeevery foul bunt astrike. Under Les- 
ter’s scheme the lines from home to second 
base would be 141 feet é inches, and the total 
distance from the pitcher to plate 
thence to second base would be 191 feet 9 
inches, instead of 177 feet (inches, as at pres- 
ent. Therefore, in stealing second base a 
runner would have to gO but 83 
feet farther, while the Dall would 
travel 14 feet ö inches farther. As the game 
is now — 2 the basemen are necessarily 
Well into the outfield, and the extension of 
the lines would render it less dificult and 
dangerous tocover the bases. There would 
be fewer close decisions at first base anda 
successful bunt would be rendered still more 
dificult of execution. Lester is also in favor 
of making the number of balls and strikes 
tour each and of allowing bases to de over- 
run, 

Both Mr. Lester’s and Mr. Spencer’s plans 
will be fully discussed from a technical 
standpoint, and it is certain that though 
neither of them should be adopted in toto, 
some of thelr novel ideas will permeate the 
new ruies to be adoped at to-morrow’s meet- 
ing.

THE LAST OF THE BARON. 


Nobleman Joseph Oerth Leaves St. Louis 
and a Number of Creditors Mourn. 


Avery smooth young gentleman about 35 
years of age who went under the name of 
Joseph Oerth and who styled himself a 
baron is badly wanted by the police anda 
host of St. Louis creditors, who are mourn- 
ing his sudden departure from the city. 
Baron Oerth was a partner of the firm 


of George H. Engelman & Co., embroidery 
manufacturers at 417 North Fourth street. 
The partnership was formed in September 
last under representations made by Verth to 
Engelman, the latter having at that time the 
capital and the former the experience. Itis 
needless to state that not only Mr. Engel- 
man, but a score of other men of means, now 
possess the experience, whilethe Baron has 
absconded with their capital. 

Oerth came here from Kansas City in very 
straitened circumstances and went to board 
at Mrs. Stoltz’s, No. 2004 Olive street, where 
he struck up a profitable acquaintance with 
Mr. Chas. Reed, who recentiy married the 
Baroness de Hodiamont. While there Oerth’s 
wife gave birth to a boy, which afforded him 
an opportunity for touching Mr. Reed tothe 
amount of about $1,200. 

Oerth had a happy faculty of working his 
victims by making them small presents of 
embroidery work and promising something 
handsome which never materialized. He 
was an expert workman at the embroidery 
business and at the time of his departure, 
Nov. 8, he and Engelman had about thirty- 
five young girls employed at their factory on 
North Fourth street. At that time he pre- 
tended to receive a telegram from his father- 
in-law, who was supposed to be dying in 
Kansas City. 

As he had brought to the city some time 
previous a half blind decrepit old man to de 
treated and introduced him generally among 
his friends as his father-in-law no suspicions 
were entertained as tothe genuineness of his 
dispatch. He was then living at 2715 Dickson 
street, a house which he had furnished in 
elegant style regardless of cost. 

Taking his wife, child and young brother- 
in-law with him Baron Oerth left St. Louis, 
and then the eyes of his late partner and his 
numerous creditors were opened as to his 
true character. Mr. Engelman is out about
